St. Germain. France. June 2— The Austrian peace treaty includes the 


following provisions: 
Austria must accept the covenant of the league of nations and the 


labor charter. 
Austria must renounce all her extra European tights 
Austria must demobilize her naval and air foices. 


Austria must recognize the complete independence o' Hungary. 
Austria must accept economic conditions and freedom of transit sim­ 
ilar to those in the Gennan treaty and give guarantee of the execution 
of the treaty corresponding to those in the German pact. 
Austrian nationals guilty of violating international laws cf war are 


to he tried by the allies. 
Sections dealing with war prisoners and graves are identical with the 


German treaty. 
Boundaries of Bohemia and Moravia to form a boundary between 
Austria and Checho-Slovakio with minor rectifications. 
Allies later to fix southern boun clary (referring to Jugo-Slavia.) 


Eastern boundary leaves Marburg and Radkersburg Jo Jugo-Slavia, 
Western and northwestern frontiers facing Bavaria and Suitzeiland 


are unchanged.

Austria is recognized as an independent republic under the name of 


“Republic of Austria."
